REJECT HALL-MILLS BILLS. 


Somerset Freeholders Refuse to Pay 
Some of State’s Charges. . 

SOMERVILLE, N. J., Jan. 7.~—The 
cost of the Hall-Mills trial is a matter 
of issue in Somerset County. The Free- 
holders, meeting here today, refused 
again to approve certain bills sent in 
by persons employed by the State dur- 
ing the trial.
